The corporation will at all times be conducted as an organization described in 
Section 501 (c)(3) of the Code. The corporation will not carry on any activities which are 
not permitted to be carried on by (a) a corporation exempt from federal income tax 
under Section 501 (c)(3) of the Code, (b) a corporation eligible to receive tax deductible 
contributions under Section 170(c) and Section 2055, Section 2522 or Section 2016 of 
the Code, or (c ) a nonprofit corporation organized under the laws of the State of 
Michigan pursuant to the Act. 

No part of the assets or net earnings of the corporation may inure to the benefit

The corporation assumes all liability to any person other than the corporation for 
all acts or omissions of a volunteer director incurred in the good faith performance of his 
or her duties as a director. 

The corporation assumes the liability for ail acts or omissions of a volunteer 
director, volunteer officer or other volunteer provided that: 

(a) the volunteer was acting or reasonably believed he or she was 
acting within the scope of his or her authority; 

(b) the volunteer was acting in good faith; 

(c) the volunteer's conduct did not amount to gross negligence or willful 
or wanton misconduct; 

(d) the volunteer's conduct was not an intentional act; and 

(e) the volunteer’s conduct was not a tort arising out of the ownership, 
maintenance or use of a motor vehicle as described in Section 
209(c)(v) of the Act.
